WASHINGTON, July 8.—Calvin Coolidge, Jr., 


.will be buried at Plymouth, Vt., according to final ar- 
rangements discussed at the White House today. 


The tentative plans, which have not yet been 


officially decided upon, call for brief services in the 
East room of the White House at 3 p. m., tomorrow. 


The President and Mrs. Coolidge would then 


take the body of their youngest son to their old home 
in Northampton, Mass., on the Federal Express, leav- 


. ing Washington four hours later. 


Funeral services would then be held in North- 


ampton on Thursday with interment at Plymouth on 
Friday. 


WASHINGTON, July 8.—The White House to- 


day became just an ordinary American home where 
death has entered and taken away one of the loved 
ones from the family circle. 


Bowed down by grief and sorrow, the President 


and Mrs. Coolidge who spent a sleepless night fol- 
lowing their return to the executive mansion, shortly 
after the death of their "baby boy" Calvin Jr., at 
, 
Walter Reed hospital at 10:30 p. m., began prepara- 
tions for the funeral. 


j The body of their son, who was stricken down 


after a miraculous battle against blood poisoning, was 
to be brought back to the White House from the hos-

Although details were lacking this morning it 


was tentatively planned to have funeral services of 
the most simple character at the White House, prob- 
•ably tomorrow. The desire of both the President 
and Mrs. Coolidge is to avoid anything in the nature 
of a state funeral. 
Burial may take place in Arlington National 


cemetery, at Northampton, Mass., where the Cool- 
idges made their home for many years, or among the 
President's forebearers in Vermont. 
This will be 


decided during the day, when the saddened father and 
mother are better able to turn temporarily away from 
their grief to select their son's last resting place.

MADISON SQUARE GARDEN, NEW YORK, 


July 8.—A full blown drive for Senator Samuel M. 
Ralston, of Indiana, to break the deadlock that has 
continued for ninety ballots between McAdoo and 
Smith, was under way here this afternoon. 


Starting with 98*votes on the 88th ballot the first 


of today's session, Ralston crossed the century mark 
on the 89th, climbed to 159 on the 90th and his man- 
agers claimed that by time the 95th was reached, the 
Indiana senator would be leading the-field. 


They declared they had been assured of support 


from a number of McAdoo's western states. 


Ralston's gains on the 90th ballot were scored 


chiefly in Missouri, Nevada, and Oklahoma, all three 
of which voted solidly for him. 


Ralston climbed to a higher total than any other 


minority candidate has yet attained, and as the bal- 
loting progressed he picked up stray votes from both 
Smith and McAdoo. 
/ 


McAdoo dropped steadily down the ladder, poll- 


ing but 314 on the 90th ballot while Smith-led -witif ~ 
354. 


While the drive to nominate Senator Samuel M. 


Ralston was on in Madison Square Garden today 
Franklin D. Roosevelt, Governor Smith's campaign 
manager, declared that McAdoo had "passed out of 
the picture.3' 


"The more tired and anxious to go home the del' 


egates get the more they realize that McAdoo cannot 
be nominated," said Roosevelt. "That fact is be- 
coming more evident daily. Governor Smith's steady 
increase in the balloting plainly shows the delegates 
are becoming convinced he is the logical man to b« 
nominated and the most likely candidate the Demo- 
crats can put up to sweep the polls on election day. 


"McAdoo's attitude in refusing to release dele- 


gates instructed-to support him, who are now satis- 
fied he cannot be nominated, has reacted greatly 
against him.

PLATFORM BUILDERS 


The platforms of the Republicans, of the Demo- 


crats and of the Progressives, or LaFollette party, 
have now been presented to the people. It is riot our 
purpose at this time to go into a detailed examination 
of their respective platforms. This will be done dur- 
ing the campaign. But we do believe it is well to 
point out that the Third Party Movements, whether 
they are Prohibitionists, Abolitionists, Progressives 
or what not, are usually born of intense moral pur- 
pose. They are inspiring because thpy stir the souls 
of millions and aid in pointing the way for the great 
body of voters belonging to major parties to follow. 


The other parties adopt, from time to time, the 


important features and righteous feature^ in the plat- 
forms of what wo might call the "Herald" parties for 
fear of losing their possession of the reins of the gov- 
ernment. While we still think of William Jennings 
Bryan as a radical, yet he really is a radical no longer. 
In our judgment, politically, he has not kept up with 
the radical thought of the country. Nearly all of hi^ 
original ideas have been incorporated MI to organic 
law. 
The same is true of the ideas of Senator La- 


Follette; that is, the ideas he urged twelve and six- 
teen years ago. He, however, has kept abreast of 
the times and probably some ahead. He declares he 
is in no sense a Communist or a Socialist. He stands 
by the present order of society with his feet on the 
ground, recognizing the necessity of appeal to those 
motives which most folks think are necessary to gen- 
erate initiative. 


The platform says, "The nation may grow rich in 


a vision of greed, but it will grow great in the vision 
of service." This is fine". It should be emphasized. 
In such thoughts as these and principles as these, 
religion can be very legitimately injected into the po- j 
litical life of the nation.
